scanner for in-vivo scanning the oral cavity, the scanner comprising: 
a light source, 

a heated mirror directing light from said light source onto anatomical structures in or 
surrounding the oral cavity; and 

an electronic imaging device collecting Ught reflected off of said anatomical structures; 

wherein the heating of said mirror prevents fogging of said mirror during in-vivo 
scanning. 
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
